Egypt-USSR debt troubles

Ministry officials said the proto- 
col could not be completed because 
it is a basic element in setting the 
volume of the instalment to be 
paid on Egypt's debt.

Early in the morning, about 1,500 
marchers who had spent the night 
in a valley near Ramin, arrived 
here. They had left the pre-1967 
boundaries, near Tulkarm, at noop 
on Sunday intending to arrive here 
the same day. But after sunset 
their leaders decided to camp on 
the way. 

Some found shelter in caves, but 
many did not. They lit camp fires — 
but the rain extinguished them. 
Malka Salem, 18, of Gan Yavne, 
said she had tried to find shelter 
under a tree. “It was horrible,” Zvia 
Nissim, 20, of Ramat Gan added. 
But the two, and many others, said 
they were in high spirits. 

Soldiers and leaders of Gush Emu- 
nim searched for the group during 
the moonless night. One Emunim 
team, which this reporter joined, 
jumped over sewage ditches, crossed 
muddy fields and climbed slippery 
rocks shouting ‘“Emunim” and 
“Hevre." They found five people, 
ineluding two girls, who had lost 


their way and had gone to sleep on 
the slope of a hill. 

The missing 1,500 were found 
close to midnight. Nylon sheets — 
to protect them from the rain — 
and coffee were brought to them 
at 2 o'clock. 

Army officers privately criticized 
Gush Emunim for leading the 
group in an irresponsible manner. 
They pointed out that Emunim 
leaders did not know exactly how 
many people had gone with them. 
Some officers indicated they feared 
people may still be in the hills. 

Avraham Mintz, who had been 
responsible for the group, said he 
was sure no one was lost. Group 
leaders counted their men and none 
were missing, he said. Mintz ac- 
knowledged that “no doubt some 
individuals joimed us on the way” 
but “people umder our i Θ᾽ 
were all the time under control.” 
he said. 

Avraham Shtub, one of the 
Eroup’s leaders, said people were 
assigned to walk at the tail to 
make sure no one was left behind 
But one member of the rear group 
told The Jerusalem Post he had 
made a wrong turn — and arrived 
here hours before the others. Some 
of the five people found by the 
search team this reporter joined 
were also scheduled to go at the 
end of the marchers’ column. 


A few score members of leftist 
Moked party yesterday evening 
picketed the Gush Emunim head- 
quarters in Jerusalem's Ramat Esh- 
Kol quarter, protesting against the 
Samaria settlement attempt. The 
demonstrators arrived from an ear- 
lier rally held outside the Knesset 
where their leader, Meir Pa’il MK, 
stated that, despite the UN decision, 
Israel should declare that it is ready 
to talk to the Palestinians “any- 
where and under any conditions.”

Bnei Brak building lapses ‘light’

THE MAJOR MERIT OF the 
Manufacturers Association’s new 
Programme is that it is so far the 
only attempt to cope with pressing 
labour and productivity problems.

obstruction by entrenched lobbies. 

However, at the core of the reform 
programme are two issues about 
which there is no consensus: the 
standing of the trade unions, and the 
relationship between publle and 
private labour terms. Neither of 
these has been spelled out clearly by 
the Manufacturers Association. 

If substantial change is to be 
achieved, the collective agreements 
now in force must be renegotiated, 
and the current approach to work, 
remuneration, and productivity 
changed throughout the economy. 
One can hardly expect the tra 
umions voluntarily to give up strong 
positions which they have acquired 
by a long struggle. The union 
leadership may sense that the 
current situation — in which labour 
negotiates from a position of 
strength, but bears no responsibility 
for the eventual consequences — is 
not a healthy one. The very fact that 
employers dare to suggest a list of 
far-reaching changes in labour con- 
tracts shows how the wind is blow- 
ing. But a lasting improvement can 
be produced only by way of gradual 
process, and with full cooperation of 
the wage-earners’ rank and file. 


A case in point is the suggested 
abolition of wage-scale links 
between different trades, which is 
one of the major reasons for the ex- 
cessive rigidity of our wage-tariffs. 
Why should wages of, say, jour- 
nalists be linked to those of 
engineers or even of nurses to those 
of physicians? The system is based 
not on law, but on precedent, and 
cannot therefore be discontinued 
by legal enactment. It could be 
eradicated if the employers — 
private or public — insisted on drop- 
ping the linking clause from the re- 
negotiated tariff agreements. But 
such a step must raise a host of other 


issues, and necessitate a general 
reassessment of labour terms and 
union structures. 

A similar procedure would have to 
be adopted to simplify the present 
wage grading with an eye to replac- 
ing seniority by job evaluation and 
output incentives. Or with reducing 
the disparities between work terms 
of monthly and daily employees. The 
income tax reform and the impen- 
ding slowdown have rendered ob- 
solete our entire wage system, but it 
will take time until both employers 
and unions become duly aware of the 
change, and draw the required con- 
clusions. 

On the other hand, the distinction 
between private and public 
employees could be made when 
current wage contracts are renewed. 
To a large extent this distinction 
coincides with the now fashionable 
one between industries and services, 
but what matters is not whether or 
not the output takes a tangible form 
of a material product, but whether or 
not the work is based on cost and 
price calculation, and is expected to 
pay its way. 

A building contractor, a hotel ora 
transport enterprise belong 
therefore to the “private He 
irrespective of their formal 
ownership; while the Electric Cor- 
poration or Mekorot are parts of the 
public sector, And whether or not 
private enterprises can now afford to 
increase their wage bills, there can 
hardly be a doubt that this is not the 
case with our government, 
municipalities, and other public and 
semi-public bodies, even though 
such a wage freeze may bring forth 
vehement protest from the unions. 

Should this wage stop induce dis- 
appointed public employees to move 
to private workplaces, this would be 
a change for the better. A firm at- 
titude on wage demands by the coun- 
try’s Major employer cannot but 
have an impact on the line taken by 
the rest of our economy. It could help 
to reduce the budgetary deficit, and 
the resultant inflationary pressure, 
more than many steps which look 
more impressive on paper.

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THE HARD CHOICES 


THE ECSTATIC reactions yesterday by the PLO, Syria and 
the Soviet Union to Sunday's Security Council resolution were 
@ measure of the diplomatic setback suffered by Israel and, 
to a lesser degree, by the United States. While Israel has few 
illusions about what it can expect from the UN, nevertheless 
there was reason to believe — especially on the basis of 
American efforts preceding the resolution — that Washington 
would not permit the Soviet-Syrian tactic to link the PLO and 
UNDOF to succeed. ἢ 
ae tactic, after all, was designed in part as a blow against 
America's own strategy. The U.S. has sought to impress upon 
the Arabs that it alone can bring about political movement, 
while the Soviets can offer only the politics of war. This 
strategy led to the American understanding with Sadat, who 
in turn risked the ire of Syria, the Soviets and the PLO in 
following the American lead. ᾿ a es 

Now ἕ has been shown that a combined Soviet-Syrian dip- 
lomatic effort was able to achieve a political breakthrough -- 
namely, to obtain a Security Council discussion of the “Pales- 
tinian question" and an invitation to the PLO to participate. 

The U.S. apparently was prepared to pay this price itself. 
Even more was it prepared to have Israel pay the price in 
order to assure a renewed UNDOF mandate. 

Whether in fact it turns out to have been an acceptable 
price from the point of view of U.S. policy interests is a 
question that Washington will have to determine. 

But that it is unacceptable for Israel, there can be no 
doabt. Not only has the Security Council now set itself up as 
a forum to legitimize the PLO, it has also decided to become 
a forum for discussing the entire Middle East issue, thus 
circumventing the agreed Geneva conference mechanism and 
Dr. Kissinger’s proposal for an informal conference outside 
of the Geneva framework. 

Unlike the General Assembly, the Security Council has the 
capecity to put teeth into its proposals. Clearly with this 
victory the Soviets and Arabs will try to exercise the Council 
more and more on their bebalf. The American argument that 
Israel can live with minor erosions at the Council — fobbed 
off as procedural issues — is in fact an invitation to Israel for 
progressive self-emaciation. 

Thus, despite American assurances that it too does not 
recognize and will not commend the PLO as a negotiating 
partner for Israel, and: despite the clear warnings against 
linking UNDOF’s renewal with extraneous issues, delivered by 
Mr. Rabin on the eve of the Security Council sessions, Israel 
now finds itself confronted by a hostile Council primed to 
intervene, and a skittish ally in Washington, apparently not 
persuaded about the tenacity or capacity of Israeli resolve. 

In such circumstances, the Government is inevitably pulled 
by two opposing choices — to accept the position of those who 
would put the burden on the Arabs and the PLO by stating 
Israel’s readiness to negotiate with any group that recognizes 
Israel and desists from terror, or to adopt concrete counter- 
meagures with regard to UNDOF, settlement, the Security 
Council and the United States, that would demonstrate the 
firmness of Israeli policy and purpose. 

The danger is that by continuing to temporize between these 
hard choices, the Government will only encourage further U.S. 
infidelities to what we believe are fundamental interests, and 
further Arab campaigns of political attrition.

was established by a resolution 
of the General Assembly In 1968. 
Its name tells all: “ΤῊΣ Com- 
mittee toe Investigate Israeli 
Practices Affecting the Human 
Rights of the Population of the 
Occupied Territories.” 

Its members were Ceylon, 
Yugoslavia and Somatiia, none of 
which has diplomatic relations 
with Israel, and one of which 
(Somalia) is π᾿ state of war 
with her. Somalia has since been 
replaced by Senegal, which also 
has no relations with the Jewish 
State. 

Israel does not testify before 
this committee, nor allows it en- 
try into Israel or any area under 
Israeli administration. 

Each year the committee 
nevertheless puts out a report, 
which is published under the in- 
signia of the United Nations. It is 
submitted to the Secretary- 
General. The Secretary-General 
transmits it to the General 
Assembly. The latest report 
appeared on October 27. The 
UN's Office of Public Information 
nas forwarded copies to all the 
UN Information Centres. It is 
distributed (for example) to per- 
sons asking for information 
about human rights. Its contents 
figure in the Geneva office's 
publication, ‘Week at the UN.” 
It was handed out to 700 radio 
and TV stations in the U.5., and’ 
to another 206 in other English- 
speaking countries. It has been 
communicated to cor- 
respondents in 95 countries. 

And it is a tissue of Lies.
